projected by Powell H. Carpenter, Esq., ol 
South Kingston, and which is about being 
put in operation by him at Dutch Island.— 


ment 
depends

power, our pecuniary resources,- 


Mr. Carpenter is the owner of this, island, 
which contains about 70 acres of excellent 
land; but from its isolated position, and the 
consequent expense of transporting ma- 
nures, he finds thus far that although he 
las the satisfaction of being " monarch of 
all he surveys," still his neighbors on the 
main are enabled to produce greater crop; 
at the same cost of cultivation. But this 
pparent disadvantage of location Mr. Car- 
penter now proposes to turn to a profitable 
account. The waters around the island 
abound with manhadeii fish, and the plan is 
to conbine the cultivation of the land with thi 


lanufacture of fish oil. He has purchased 
a set of fish boats; seines,&c., and employs 
iis own men to catch the fish and marmfae* 
turetheoil. This of itself has been found 
to be a very profitable business, and cannot 
certainly be carried on at any place to better 
advantage than at Dutch Island. At such 
establishments, the pumice or the residuum 
of the fish after the oil has been abstracted, 
.s either thrown away or sold to farmers at 
a low price, in consequence of the expense 
of carting the same in water-tight boxes- 
and the liquid consequent upon the process 
of straining the fish is allowed to run into 
the river to the great disadvantage of tho 
fisheries in the vicinity. Mr. Carpenter'/ 
plan is to try out the fish on the island 
and avail himself of the pumace for ma- 
nure.

In the event of a dry summer 
when the crops of the neighboring lands 
shall be stunted and parched with draught, 
how proudly and disdainfully will the early 
vegetables, cabbages, &c., of Dutch Island, 
daily refreshed by fertilizing showers look 
down upon the sear and yellow leaf of their 
less fortunate cotemporoiies.
